If a t all possible all picking crates 
and baskets should be stored in a 
place th a t can be screened or closed 
in such a way to prevent the adult 
m oths from escaping to the orch­ 
ards when they emerge early next 
summer. 
"It has been proven also th at 
thorough 
scraping 
of 
trees 
and 
banding 
with 
chemically 
treated 
cloths is very helpful in codling moth 
control as measures supplem ental to 
the spraying program. 
In order for 
bunds to be effective, the rough 
bark m ust be scraped from the 
| trunk, limbs and crotches of the 
trees. 
Injured tissue, rotten stubs, 
; split branches and cankers of vari­ 
ous kinds—all of which form h a r­ 
boring places for worms—should be 
j carefully trim m ed from the trees. 
This work can be done any time 
between the present and next June 
when the bands should be placed. 
The m ajority of the worms th a t are 
I scraped off with the rough bark dur- 
; ing the winter will be killed. 
"Codling m oth is one of the m a- 
i jor apple pests, therefore all meas- 
j ures of control should be used to 
keep the infestation as low as pos­ 
sible.”

Lave observed for themselves, it has 
little use 
for 
consciously literary 
products of whatever school. M ean­ 
ing, of course, the finicking products 
o f the gentry who argue the position 
of a Shakespearian comma, or the 
missing word of a Sinclair Lewis let­ 
ter, for th at m atter. 


Well, one of the most literary of 
the litterateurs has put down what 
he w’ants known of his late story in 
“Three W orlds” (H arpers), 
He is 
the successful Carl Van Doren, edi­ 
tor, anthologist, critic, sometime pro­ 
fessor, friend of the post-war w rit­ 
ers, gentleman. 


And the product is so delicate a 
self-portrait th at even when the m a­ 
terial runs thin it deserves reading. 
Mr. VYm Doren began life in Illinois, 
successfully. 
He studied there and 
at Columbia university, successfully. 
H i became 
a Columbia 
professor, 
successfully. 
He entered literature 
a s editor of the Cambridge history of 
Am erican 
Literature, 
successfully. 
He engineered himself into a pleas­ 
ant life in the Connecticut hills— j 
also successfully. 


Mr. Van D oren wTites about him ­ 
self with reservations. Tile period in 
which he has been most active Is a 
pretty dead period, meaning the war 
period and the fuss and feathers and 
gin period which ended when the 
world blew up in 1929.
